Dr. David Margolis conducts laboratory studies to
obtain new insights into the host-virus interaction,
particularly in HIV infection, to aid in the treatment of
chronic viral diseases. Drugs are being tested that may
“drain” the persistent reservoirs of latent HIV infection.
To date, no one with HIV infection has been cured,
regardless of development of effective antiviral agents.
Nevertheless, stable remission or cure of infection is
the ultimate goal of HIV therapy. These studies give
novel insights into the basic molecular mechanisms of
eukaryotic gene expression, and may lead to new
therapeutic approaches for HIV infection.

VA Invention reduces OR Scalpel Injuries: Orthope-
dic Technician Brian Reaux invented and intro-
duced the “Scalpel Caddy” first at Dallas VA Medi-
cal Center to reduce accidental sharps injuries in the
operating room. Featured in the July 2004 issue of
